', And now we come to shaving. 
'• It is a little singular that m city oc- 
cnpiofl and* sustained by over three 
million people cannot afford the lux- 
ury of n human shave. There are 
barber shops or hair-dressing saloons 
as they are called here in abundance, 
and they aii shave, but it is evident 
that shaving is not their "main 
holt." In their signs they bargain 
to do curling, cutting and shampoo- 
ing, but barely a word about shaving. 
And it is just as well they don't brag 
about it. 


Better I think. 
My first shave was undergone in a 
atop on Great .Portland street, in the 
fashionable West End. I got there 
so as to have a luxurious shave. It 
was n hair-dresser's shop with a 
cheerful array of wooden skulls cov- 
ared by the wrong hair. In a back 
room I found the barber's assistant, 
a little girl; she called him through 
another, and he speedily emerged 
•wiping his breakfasting chops on his 
tonsorial apron. I was glad to see 
that he had thiu whiskers, light col- 
ored, weak eyes, and a feeble voice. 
I was glad to see such a mim, because 
I had learned from Dickens that 
there were very few of any other kind 
in England. 
He had been eating his breakfast. 


All ordinary shop keepers live on the 
game floor with their places of busi- 
ness, and through the glass door can 
be seen at the proper time partaking 
of the sweat of their brow. 


This ia not only convenient, but 


•aves the hire of another clerk. 


Having wiped his month he bade 


me take on ordinary cane-seat chair 
in the middle of the room, and the 
apartment looked as little like a bar- 
ber shop as the garret of a hypochon- 
driac, and fell to work in a most 
mournful manner to hunt up the va- 
rious instruments for the business. 
" These found, he spread a napkin 
over my bolt upright form, and be- 
gan the shave: * I asked him if anj- 
oue.haci borrowed his regular chair. 
He answered mildly in the negative. 
"You don't.'inean to say," I expos- 
tulated, "that yon shave the myriads 
•which go to make 'up life in this 
straight-backed, 
hardened-bottomed 
chair." 
He said he did, and the 


^~ chair wasn't worried much either. 


I learned from him that the Eng- 


lish shave but little, and do the most 
of that themselves. 
It would not 


pay him to.get an American chair. I 
learned the same • story elsewhere 
many times since then, and I have 
not yet seen one of the bnrber chairs 
•o common in America. 
, There are cases where an upright 
•tick with a crosspiece at the top, is 
nailed to the common house chair. 
As it is permanently fastened, the 
victim's comfort during the shave 
depends very much upon his anato- 
my. Once in n while I daresay some 
one gets into the chair who corres- 
ponds in length and shape to the 
man for whom it was first' arranged. 
Then- there !i» comfort. Otherwise 
the crosspiece is as likely to tear his 
acnlp or injure his spinal cord as to 
Jet him oil' unscathed. 


Shaving went on in this case with- 


out injury. I sat up as long as I 
could stand it with my mind on the 
operation, and then I peppered him 
with questions. I asked him about 
his country and his queen and his 
taxes, and his sufferings, and elicited 
from him either a plain negative or 
affirmative to all questions. Finally 
he put the razor up, pointed to a 
basin end towel and stood patiently 
waiting my movements. Wondering 
why he did not clean my face him- 
self, I took advantage of the basin 
and towel. When I got through he 
said, "Three ha' pence, sir," and I 
understood by that that the proceed- 
ing was over. If I had asked him he 
would have arranged my hair, brush- 
ed it by machinery, but I was too 
dnmbfounded to say anything, and 
walked mechanically away. 


They do different in some of the 


shops, asking you if you would have 
your hair brushed, but not offering 
to do it unless you wish. The gen- 
eral price of a shave is tuppence 
{four cents) and fourpence (eight 
cents) for the brush. They do all 
their brushing by machinery, and, af- 
ter tumbling up your hair and frac- 
turing your scalp, go at it with hand 
brushes, usjng the comb sparingly. 


We Americans are a nervous, active 


, j»eople, and the English are repre- 
/ sented to be slow and methodical. 
V We lounge in the barber's chair for .1 


quarter hour at a time, and make the 
operation of shaving n positive rest 
and refreshment. This reminds ine 
of on incident. An American recent- 
ly visiting London asked an English 
friend for a good barber shop. 
The 


Englishman took him to where there 
•was » conspicuous and comfortable 
announcement. "A good shave for a 


_ penny." 
The American went in, 


took the cnneseat chair, and passed 
through the operation in a sort of in- 
explicable stupor. When ho had got 
through, nnd'hnd partly collected his 
thoughts, he ventured to auk the bar- 
ber what ie meant -hypoing throsigh 
such an infernal performance. '-Well, 
you see," said the barber, with exas- 
perating complacency, knowing his 
customer to be an Amorieim, "the 
English people are so fast in their 
NE WSP A PER fl R C H1V E 


ways that they never could wait to lie 
shaved scientifically, but must si 
dowa aud have it over in a minute 
and be gone again to business." 


"Oh!" 
exclaimed the bewilderec 


American, as he pnt his hat on 
•wrong, and stumbled out into th 
street. 


Having enumerated three of th< 


daily amusements indulged in by thi 
English, I now proceed to the fourth 


London grasps and holds the tal- 


ents of England, whether we consider 
literature, drama or art. It is not to 
England what New York is to Ameri- 
ca. It is to England what all the 
leading cities of ours combined are to 
our country. It is the repository of 
English fa'shion, English literature 
English law, English art, English 
amusement. It is the grand focus 
about which everything bright, bril- 
liant and attractive 'centers. 


And here the drama makes its de- 


but and earns its success. There are 
scores of theatres devoted to the le- 
gitimate drama, fashionable opera, 
and varieties. Drury Lane and Cov- 
ent Garden Theaters are licensed by 
Her Majesty and controlled by Her 
Majesty. The playwrights are Her 
Majesty's servants, and the roya! 
troops guard these theaters. At both 
of these the opera, in its grandest 
conception, flourishes nightly. The 
Strand abounds with theaters, and 
scores of others are scattered about 
the great and wonderful city. 


When it is considered that one 


hundred and sixty thousand strang- 
ers pour into London daily some idea 
of the preparation to entertain them 
can be formed. 


The prices of admission at all the 


places of amusement are graded to 
meet the wants and desires of all. In 
a theater where the private box costs 
twenty dollars, admittance mny be 
gained for twenty-five cents. 
The 


Alhambra, near the foot of Regent 
street, is the largest theater in the 
city. As it devotes itself to burlesque 
aperas, and the female leg, it is the 
best patronized by respectable peo- 
ole—especially merchants and pro- 
fessional men" 


To the promenade which partly en- 


circles, the orchestra floor the adniit- 
:ance is but a shilling of English 
money, and this promenade is nightly 
illed'with fine looking men and 
landsome women of a sociable turn. 
The admittance to the gallery is biit 
a sixpence and to the private boxes 
:wenty dollars. 


The terrace to the old Hayrnarket, 


of which you and I read "when we 
were children, is divided into awk- 
ward 'stalls for which the prices are 
:rom sixty-three cents to two dollars. 
The old theater looks like a Chinese 
pagoda heavily mortgaged. 


All the theaters are provided with 


convenient bars tended by young 
women. 


And these young women who tend 
re in England get from seventy- 


five to one hundred and thirty dollars 
a year and their board. 


They rarely found hospitals. 
There is one very disagreeable fea- 


;ure of London theaters, and that is 
charging for the programmes. It is 
only rare that you come across a 
place -where the "programme is free, 
and the fact is conspicuously adver- 
tised. As a general thing the pro- 
gramme costs from four cents to 
twenty-five cents. 


There are generally three pieces 


played-—an introductory farce, the 
main play, and an afterpiece. Borne 
of the places commence at G4fl and 
many do not close until midnight. 


The concert saloons are liberally 


patronized by both the doubtful and 
undoubted of English society. I have 
seen at these places the rake and 
prostitute side by side with the hon- 
est tradesman and his wife and 
children, all drinking beer aud in- 
tently watching the stage. And yet 
the latter heard nothing to offend 
them. 
At the tables will be seen en- 


gaged in discussion, others in smok- 
ing, and many drinking, and among 
them move the young women attend- 
ants, taking orders, and being free 
from unhealthy familiarities. 


I must confess I do not under- 


stand it, 


Of London it can be truly said 


there is license without ofl'eus'e, and 
law without outrage. 


The Cremome Gardens of which 


you have frequently heard, are loca- 
ted on the banks of the Thames, 
about two miles below Westminster 
Abbey and the Houses of Parliament. 
It is a magnificent place. A garden 
of turf, concrete walks, walks, trees, 
shrubs, bar-rooms, arbors, grottoes, 
4»ncing hall, theater, band stand, 
promenedes, dining-rooms, restau- 
rants, parlors, and all ablaze with 
gas. Here the lawyer, doctor, mer- 
chant, statesman and politician rest 
from their labors, and hero the soar- 
let woman spins the thread which 
reaches out into every avenue of the 
greatest city the world ever saw, seek- 
ing whom it may devour, and quite 
frequently devouring them. 


• The • law here declares that this 
woman shall be given into the hands 
of the authorities only by those whom 
she personally solicits, imd as they, 
if respectable, do not care to appear 
in (i police court with her, she is left 
to freely 
pxirsuo her course from 


nigiitfall nutil dawn. 


And she uses the liberty with a 


prodigality that amazes even the 
frcnch. "'

postal

with the contract, which is for four 
years, with three to run, and allows 
the present company to go on fur- 
nishing inferior cards, which is re 
gurded as an injustice to other com 
panics who bid for the contract.

VEGETABLE 
AND FKUIT SWIN- 
DLING. 


There is a species of petty swind- 


ling quite generally practiced among 
dealers in vegetables and fruits which 
ought to be cried down. We allude 
to the custom of concealing all tlie 
inferior fruits and vegetables beneath 
a layer of flue quality and palming 
the whole upon a gullible public as a 
first class article. One cannot buy a 
basket of peaches, or a box of apples, 
or plums, or cherries, or berries, or 
a eack of potatoes or onions without 
experiencing an imposition. 


The science of packing fruit to de- 


ceive is understood to perfection in 
this State. Who has not purchased 
a basket of peaches the top layer of 
which was luscious to the eye and 
delicious to the taste, and upon ex- 
amination found thejrenminder of the 
contents of the basket unfit to feed to 
the hogs? And so with nearly all 
fruits and every kind of vegetable 
sold in sacks. 


The grangers, those honest sous of 


toil, ore not entirely ignorant of the 
art of packing. 
Only a few days 


since, a nut-brown disciple of Cincin- 
natus was hawking potatoes of the 
'peach blow" variety about the 
streets of Oakland. 
The mouths 


of the sacks were filled with splendid 
specimens of the esculent vegetables 
and the yeoman sold them at some- 
thing less than the market rates. 
Those who purchased, found as they 
explored the sacks that the quality of 
the potatoes changed. The greater 
portion of them appeared to be of the 
"fly blow" variety—and so b«d!y 
'' blown " as to be wholly decayed-. 


The fame of our frnit frauds has 


gone abroad to the farthermost parts 
of the country. We read iu Eastern 
papers of "the California style of 
putting the 
bcs>t of everything on 


top." It is rather 'an unenviable 
reputation, but one which the fiuit 
raisers and dealers have justly earned 
for themselves. 


There ought to be a penalty attach- 


ed to such low down swindling, and 
every town that supports a market 
should have a fruit and vegetable in- 
spector to look after the green gro- 
cers and farmers. In this land of 
abundance, where tons upon tons of 
the finest fruits rot upon the trees, 
there is no reason why the public 
should be imposed upon a« it is by 
being compelled to pay exoibitant 
prices for inferior qualities of fruits 
and vegetables.

RUN TO SAN PABLO, 


A Riell but Uninhabited Region— 


Litigation the Cause. 


It is worth while even to go once 


in a life time to San Pablo—twelve 
miles north of Oakland. With a pair 
of good horses, the round trip can be 
made, and all the sights, included, in 
three hours' time. At least a couple 
of us did this yesterday afternoon, 


our. non.ix CAMPAGNA. 


On the suburbs of the eternal city, 


there are 
stretches of miasmatic 


country literally uninhabited, except 
temporarily by campers, who take 
their lives in their own hands. On 
the northern suburbs of this beauti- 
ful city, there 
is a considerable 


stretch of country that yesterday re- 
called the celebrated catnpagno. of 
Italy to a certain degree. We had 
never been farther north on the San 
Pablo road than the boundary of Oak 
land township, and had forgotten 
about the unsettled titles of that sec- 
tion of the State. No sooner do you 
pass the confines of Berkeley, than 
all improvements to speak of cease. 
A curse rests upon that fertile and 
beautiful laud. The line between 
Berkeley and our California campay- 
na, is so sharply defined as if by the 
southern wall of Home. 


IMMENSE CEOPS AND SO HOUSES. 
There is a mingled feeling of pleas- 


urable surprise and pain, at the land- 
scape north of Berkeley. 
On either 


hand, from the waters of the bay to 
high up on the Contra Costa hill- 
sides, there is an uninterrupted field 
of harvested wheat and oats, some in 
the shock yet, lint mostly in the stack. 
A great number of hay-presses were 
seen at work, and several steam-1 
threshers at work or getting in place. 
It is a golden landscape, if ever there 


s one in the world, yet it has its 


own shortcomings. The poorest old 
sha'nties of buildings prevail at long 
intervals, and even some of the old 
adobes with red tile roof? are yet to 
be seen.
